(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person whe 
is eligible te make a nomestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity ef 
the lard entered for by such persen 
aa a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as ta residence prier to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) if a settier has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead. or 2 certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence priscr to obtaining patent mag 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the sacond home- 
stead ia in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 
(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon aaia tapd.
